Great Britain, with its world-wide trade and commerce, cannot afford in 
these days s of rapid communication and transportation, and intense world 
competition, to cling to its present rather archaic'system of pounds, shillings 
and pence, when all the other great trading nations have adopted the decimal 
system. 

Nor should Canada and the United States continue to adhere to their 
equally out-of-date systems of weights and measures with twelve inches tp a 
foot, three feet to a yard, 1,700 yards to a mile, two pints to - a, quart, four 
quarts to a gallop, not to mention grains, ounces, pounds, pecks, bushels, tons, 
etc., with avoirdupois: and troy weights.
